Crowder was a witness to the defense 
in the case of the state against John 
Cree, who, In April, 1900, was arrested 
for stealing some rope ana other of 
well supplies from a lease near Lafay 
ette and it is charged that the colored 
man committed perjury while giving 
his testimony in tho trial that was 
held in May Of the same year. Cre 
was convicted on the chars* ot grant 
larceny and -was sent to the peniten 
tiary.
